The Situation at A llm ny—A Stalw art 
A ppeal. 
A lbany, July 12th —Tne following appeal 
has been sent to the Joint Caucus Com­ 
mittee : 
Gentlemen : The undersigned, a committee ap­ 
pointed fur the purpose at a meeting of the Repub­ 
lican members of the Legislature, respcjtfuih re­ 
quest the Republican Caucus Committees of the 
Peuste and Assembly to unite in a call for a caucus 
of Republican member, of the Legislature, to be 
held at such time said as committee shall name, fur 
the purpose of nominating two candidates tobe voted 
for to till the vacancies In the United Stat»«Senate 
occasioned by the resignations of liuet-oc Conkling 
and Thomas C. Platt. No caucus of the Republican 
members of the Legislature has yet been called by 
the usual and recognized mttliods. The protracted 
contest over the tilling of the vacancies above re­ 
ferred to has made it clear that no settlement of this 
question can be reached which shall secure the ae- 
quiesence of all in its result, restore harmony to the 
jiarty and prefect't; the integrity of its organization, 
except by a strict compliance with party 
usages. 
We firmly believe that any doc­ 
trine or rule of 
action which 
attem|its 
to guide the "party conduct, except that 
which recognizes the control of the majority, and a 
free opportunity for the participation of all, will 
necessarily prove fatal to the organization of the 
party in the State and nation. On behalf of those 
whom we represent, we are led to ask for a caucus 
on the additional ground that the interests of the 
Republican party require tlie organization of the 
House of Representatives in Congress, and that the 
iuterest of the party shall not be endangered by the 
election of members of the present Congress to fill 
the above mentioned Senatorial vacancies. Such 
danger is threatened in the proposition to elect to 
these vacancies Lapham and Miller, two members of 
the present Congress. There is no provision under 
the existing laws for ¡filling the vacancies which 
would occur from the election of these gen­ 
tlemen to the utficc of United States Sen­ 
ator except at the next general election 
on the Tuesday succeeding the first Mon­ 
day in November, which will tie the Sth of Novem­ 
ber. The Boards of County Canvassers are required 
to meet on the Tuesday next following the election. 
They will meet this year on the 15th of November. 
The*length of time the said Board may remain in 
session is not definitely fixed by statute. Within 
live days after their adjournment, the County Clerk 
is required to transmit by mail to the Governor, 
Secretary of State and Controller each one of Hie 
certified copies of the statement and the certifícete» 
of votes prepired by him. If such statement shall 
have not been received by the Secretary of State by 
the last day of November, then he shall dispatch a 
special messenger to obtain such statement from 
the Clerk of the county. 
The document then sets forth that the pro­ 
ceedings under the law to give the successors 
of Lapham and Miller certificates to Con­ 
gress would be so long drawn out that the 
House of Representatives may meet before 
they can be given certificates with any degree 
r.f certainty. This is all figured out and care­ 
fully demonstrated. This document is signed 
by Edwin G. Halbert. Robert H. Ktrahan, 
H. H. Tuthill, P. VV. (Julian and H. J. 
Hurd. 
RESPONSE TO THE ATPEAL. 
A response has 1 een sent this committee of 
stalwarts by D. McCarthy, Chairman of the 
Senate Caucus Committee. He says : 
Ea ly in the Senatorial canvass an effort was made 
to secure a caucus of Republican delegates of the 
Legislature, for the purjiosc of nominating two 
candidates tor United Stat .3 Senators in place of 
Conkhngand Platt, resigned ; but fur reasons then 
publicly rtated the committee on the part of the 
Senate declined to unite in such call. Since that 
time 07 Republican members of the Senate and As- 
iemblv have um;cd ij calling a caucus, and in the 
call wfúch they issued every Kepuhiic-ill member of 
the Legislature was urgently solicited *0 attend the 
same, and w hat it ¡9 unusual, personal notice was 
given to all those uniting in the call of the time 
ami place of meeting. Such was the only method 
for a Convention of Republican members, after the 
rclusal of the joint committee to unite in a call f r 
a caucus, and such is the method usually adopted, 
anl which, during the present session of the Legis­ 
lature, has twice received tho sanction of each 
cf the gentlemen of your committee. 
In 
pursuance of that call a caucus was hau, 
which was 
attended 
by 
lis 
Republican 
members of the Senate and Assembly, being nearly 
tw o thir ls of the entire Republican representation. 
At that caucus candidates to fill the vacancies were 
duly 1 omiuated. There has been no complaint 
made that the proceedings were in any respect un­ 
fair. H was open to every Republican member of 
the Lcaisiature, and a call of the name of each and 
every Republican member was trade.

It 
has one store, a saloon and livery stable, a 
cooper shop and postoffice, and several 
dwelling-houses. A warehouse will be 
added, and it is expected that it will be­ 
come a shipping point for the crop of 18S1. 
There is room for lots of immigrants. It 
has a rich and fertile soil, a genial climate, 
and a never-ending stock range of the finest 
bunch grass with abundance of water.—

CONVICT DENSON’S MIDNIGHT RIDES. 


The Commissary Charged with Wanting 
to Divide with a Contractor.

S an Q uentin, S ta te P riso n , July I2tb.— 
The fourth regular sitting of the Sau Quentin 
State Prison Investigation Commission 
opened this morning at 10:30. 
Present, 
Commissioners Mills, Gibbs and Watt. 
The Commission being called to order Mr. 
Mills took occasion to explain that what has 
been stated regarding Mr. Camming* asking 
the Warden to allow discharged prisoners to 
escape over the hills from rearrest, was not 
intended as a rebuke to the witness Mr. Cum­ 
mings, but was made merely to call attention 
to the fact that such a suggestion had been 
made to the Warden of the Prison. 
Mr. Owen called in the official short-hand 
reporter to read that portion of the evidence 
by Mr. Cummings. 
A LETTER FROM SHERIFF MEANT. 
When read, Mr. Owen stated that there 
was an impression that the witness Cum­ 
mings had testified falsely, and he had a let­ 
ter from Sheriff Meany which he would like 
to read. 
Director SheU objected to any unsworn 
statement being produced as evidence in this 
case. 
Warden Ames objected also to this letter 
being read, on the ground that it was pro­ 
duced solely in vindication of a witness, aud 
should not be allowed to enter as evidence in 
the charges made against him. It was con­ 
trary to all rules governing Courts of law. 
Mr. Gibbs—This is not a Court of law. 
The Commission has been granted large pow­ 
ers by the Governor of the State, and we do 
not propose to confine ourBelves to any limits 
other than what were defined in the Govern­ 
or’s letter of instruction!’. 
After some considerable discussion, Mr. 
Mills stated that the Commissioners had de­ 
cided not to allow the letter to be read. The 
Commission, befcre meeting, had learned di­ 
rectly from Sheriff Meany what he knew in 
regard to the charges. 
THE RECORDS OK THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 
Mr. Owen then requested that the evidence 
of Mr. Cummings in regard to what he testi 
fied to of the proceedings of the Directors, 
as from the evidence given, be accepted as 
evidence that the records of the Board of Di­ 
rectors were kept loosely. 
Director Shell objected to any such state­ 
ment being made by Mr. Owen, that tbe 
records of the Board have been kept loosely. 
The Commission objected to any further 
discussion of this matter, and decided that 
the evidence of the witnesses in regular order 
must goon. 
THE MORAL INSTRUCTOR RECALLED. 
The Moral Instructor was then recalled, 
and testified : 1 do not know whether the 
minutes of thy Buard of Directors have been 
kept properly or not. Concerning the build­ 
ing of a house for me, I stated that Judge 
Ames told me that they were going to build 
me a house. The Judge denies this, and I 
would now like to recall some circumstances 
to Mr. Ames’ memory that he did tell me so. 
Mr. Mills—If you cannot prove that the 
sum was voted by the Directors, further evi­ 
dence on this point is not now necessary. 
DIRECTOR NEFF TESTIFIES. 
Director Neff was then sworn, and testified 
that he was one of the Board of Directors. 
Judge Ames did not state that he waived 
any right of appointments of officers of this 
prison. He signified his willingness to con­ 
sider the appointment of such persons as the 
Board might propose, but also stated that if 
they proved inefficient he would discharge 
them. He has appointed some that the 
Board has suggested, and some he has not. 
Know of articles of furniture made here for 
myself —book-case and aquarium. Tbe book­ 
case I ordered, and paid for it. The aquarium 
I did not order. The Warden sent it to me. 
I told the Warden I did not wish to receive 
anything from the prison as a present. I 
paid for it, and gave it away afterward to a 
fiiend. Cannot recollect now how much I 
paid for the aquarium. The books will show 
that I paid §24 for the book case. The War­ 
den told me he was making a set of harness 
for Director Chapman and another for Di­ 
rector McNutt. I have heard the Warden 
express dissatisfaction with Mr. Cummings, 
calling him a troublesome old man. As one 
of the Directors, I have always been satisfied 
with Mr. Ames’ management of the prison. 
I have never seen the Warden under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. I have received the articles 
I have mentioned, but never received nny 
walnut tables. Ordered the book-case in ad­ 
vance myself personally. I ordered it in 
this way : GoiDg through the shops I noticed 
some of the men idle, and remarked on it to 
the Warden, who said he had nothing for 
them to do, and he askei me, ,lIs there 
nothing you want?” I replied that I was 
going to have a book-case made, and if they 
could make it in the prison as cheap as I 
could get it in town, they might make it. 
This was the way in which the book-caee was 
ordered. The business of the Board is done 
in Committee of the Whole, except in some 
sp?cial purchases cases—a», for instance, the 
purchase of the jute machinery. 
Owens here stated that convict Hartwell 
told him that Neff had received a book-case, 
table and aquarium, to the value of §215. 
Neff—I never received the table. The 
value of the other articles is greatly exagger­ 
ated ; don’t remember any official action by 
the Board regarding a house for Cummings ; 
think it was talked of informally by myself, 
Director Chapman and Ames. The business 
of the Board is generally transacted in Com­ 
mittee of tie Whole. The purchase of the 
jute machinery was intrusted to a special 
committee of Everson, myself and Ames. 
Don’t know of any irregularities in connec­ 
tion with the prison ; heard of some serious 
charges last winter ; interviewed a number 
of officers of the prison whom I considereil 
trustworthy men and not particular friends 
of the Warden ; found nothing in the charge. 
To Ames—You always expressed anxiety 
for full investigation, the sooner the better. 
You endeavored, by quiet conversation with 
Cary, to maintain harmony till I could inves­ 
tigate. 
To Watt—There were a number of appli­ 
cants for the physician’s position; knew 
Cary slightly, but he did not depend on my 
influence to obtain bis position; don’t re­ 
member any official action of the Board on 
his application. I told Cary that Ames was 
willing the Board should recommend officers 
except the front gatekeeper, but never said 
that he would not appoint any except on 
their recommendation. Ames reserved the 
right to remove the officers chosen by the 
Board aud appoint others. His assurance 
that he would accept the recommendations of 
the Board as to appointments really amounted 


to nothing. His appointments did not hang 
on that cgroenieot, A majority of the Board 
considered Ames the heat man for the place. 
As a matter of fact tho I’oard has recom­ 
mended only a portion of the officers ap­ 
pointed. Ames complained that C’sry was 
not the man for the place, but tried to get 
along with him upon our request. The 
Board had no understanding with the Gov­ 
ernor regarding the election of officers, nor 
did the Governor seek to exercise any in­ 
fluence regarding appointments. 
Neff was examined at some length regard­ 
ing allowances to Directors for traveling and 
other expenses, and the manner of payment, 
which was by the Warden's checks. Thia 
mode was adopted at tho suggestion of the 
Controller, to simplify the method of pay­ 
ment in conformity with tho rules regarding 
the Harbor Commission ; think no member 
of the Board has looked out for the interests 
of the Board in the Legislature. 
To Ames—You told me you considered 
Cary physically incomjietent. In one case 
you|appointed|a man I did not like, but I 
thought that was your right, and said noth­ 
ing. Several appointments were made by 
concurrence after consultation between the 
Warden and Directors. 
THE WOOD CONTRACTOR TESTIFIES. 
P. J. Shatter, of Marin connty, sworn : 
Supplied wood to the prison on contracta 
with the Warden ; told Commissary Berry 
on the boat that I wanted to get the contract 
to supply all the wood for the prison ; Berry 
offered to use his influence to get ms such a 
contract if I would let him have a dividend 
on the profits. This occurred about six 
mouths ago. No other person connected with 
the prison has made any such proposition to 
me.To Ames—You always tried to get wood at 
the lowest prices. 
To Berry—I gave yon no intimation that I 
would divide the profits with you; made no 
such proposition ; have talked with and writ­ 
ten to Ames and Clerk Ellis about supply­ 
ing wood; Ames thought ho could get his 
wood for the brickyard cheaper by- schooner ; 
did not want to make a contract with me 
for a full supply; 
merely went to 
Berry for information with regard to 
obtaining contracts ; have been somewhat 
dissatisfied on account of trouble about one 
of my bills, but it was a small matter, wbich 
was finally settled to my satisfaction ; have 
Biioken to Berry about getting the contractor 
agency for supplying beef for the prison : 
merely asked for information ; have never 
told any one of Berry’s proposition to me 
except my father, and possibly my wife. 
a detective’s evidence. 
Harry Morse, detective agent, sworn: 
Made aD investigation concerning the irregu­ 
larities of the former administration of the 
prison about a year ago, on an order from 
Governor Perkins ; the officers knew 
what I was after; a convict named 
Deloss, a clerk in tbo commissary depart­ 
ment, was a necessary agent in my in­ 
quiry ; immediately after my investigation 
commenced he was sent to FolBom, though 
the officers knew he was necessary to me; 
my business was to investigate the disburse­ 
ments in the commissary and other depart­ 
ments ; abandoned the investigation because 
I could not get the services of Deloss; told 
the Warden I wanted him ; don’t know that 
I had any reason to believe Ames sought to 
delay the prosecution cf my work, tut 
thought it strange that ho should hare sent 
Deloss away. 
To Ames—Lutgeu, my deputy, who was 
conducting the inquiry, wrote to me that he 
had Deloss' services all ono day, and that 
you placed the books, vouchers, etc.. at his 
disposal ss far as you coulJ. 
A PLUMBER SWORN. 
William Shepard, sworn : Had been Su­ 
perintendent of the plumbing at the prison. 
The substance of his testimony was that 
when he first came to the prison he consid­ 
ered th3t the Warden treated him in a hRrsh 
and peremptory manner ; might have so re­ 
marked to some persons at the time : subse­ 
quently, a3 he became better acquainted with 
the Warden, he changed his opinion regard­ 
ing him ; the Warden was a driving kind of 
man, given to looking after the details of the 
work and hurrying it tip, and* I was not used 
to his manner; never saw him when I 
thought he was in l’qnor; if he had been I 
would have noticed it ; was with him every 
day. 
DENSON’S MIDNIGHT f IDES. 
G. H, Merchant, toll-collector on the turr- 
pike between Fan Quentin and Sau Rafa?1, 
testified to eeeing eonvict clerk Denson drive 
past his toll-gate several times at a late hour 
of the night, not in charge of prison officers. 
On one occasion saw a lady with him. On 
another occasion he was in company with a 
boj’. From the middle of April to the 
middle of June this happened twice or three 
times a week ; sometimes as late as 2 a. it., 
but not at that hour with the tvoruan ; she 
appeared to be respectable ; thought she was 
the wife of some man living near San Quen­ 
tin, whom Denson had given a lift on the 
road ; never saw Denson pass the gate with 
Ellis. 
WHAT A GROCER IfAS TO SAY. 
Emanuel Bixley, sworn : Was a grocer of 
San Francisco ; had bidJen on contracts for 
supplies for the prison, but 110 officer had ever 
asked him to reduce his bid after the bids 
were opened, or given him any information 
about the contents of bids ; have known the 
Warden since 1858; don’t consider him a 
drinking man. 
THE COMMISSARY’S STORY. 
Fulton E. Berry, Commissary of the prisou, 
sworn : I have never bought, negotiated for, 
measured or received a cord of wood during 
my term of office. 
To Mills (in reply to a question)—I deny in 
toto the statement of Shatter relative to 
seeking to divide with him ; had a talk with 
him at the door of the prison on the subject 
of supplying wood ; think I had a conversa­ 
tion with him about it on the steamer ; told 
him I had nothing to do with contracts for 
wood ; he said if he could get a large contract 
there would be something in i t ; understood 
that be meant simply that there would be 
something iu it for him ; made no proposi­ 
tion for a dividend.

COLONEL MilNDELL’S REFOVT. 


IVe trust that tho report of Colonel 
Mendell on the condition of the brush 
dams aud the necessity of maintaining 
them under all circumstances has been 
carefully perused by our readers. 
Iu view 
of the litigation pending this report pos­ 
sesses quit: a peculiar significance. 
Col. 
Mendell declares that very few people 
have any adequate idea of the enormous 
quantities of debris which arc still stored 
in the mountains, and which must make 
its way into the rivers even if hydraulic 
mining should be stopped to-morrow. The 
K ecord-Unios ha3 from the beginning 
argued that litigation could not be re­ 
garded as capable of solving this problem, 
for the reason that it cannot deal with the 
debris aiready stored in the mountains. 
The lawyers and their cisquera have tried 
to get over this objection by pretending 
th at all tho debris was washed down out 
of the canyons Jast winter. 
Colonel Men- 
dell’s statem ent proves that this is a false 
pretense, and that in fact there will re­ 
main enough debris, even If mining is 
stopped, to destroy tho 
valley lands. 
It is therefore now in order for the advo­ 
cates of 
litigation to 
say 
how 
they 
propose to meet this danger. 
Tho Ji.-aiu- 
age Act has been practically killed by the 
recourse to litigation, and nothing more 
can be expected from it even if the Su­ 
premo Court should declare it to be con­ 
stitutional. 
There is, therefore, no way 
by which the engineering remedies ean be 
carried o u j or by which the brush dams 
ean be repaired, nor can any funds for 
such purposes be raised until the next 
Legislature meets. 
But the ruppasition 
that even perpetual injunctions against 
the hydraulic miners will remove the dan­ 
ger, must evidently be abandoned. 
Col­ 
onel Mendell makes it clear that the can­ 
yons ate now holding mas-es of debris 
which cannot be reached by injunction, 
and which are certain to come down when 
the winter rains lo sen them, no matter 
what may be done to the miners. 
This is 
th e situation the 
R ecord U nion pre­ 
dicted long ago if the engineering plans 
should be 
abandoned. 
I t is the one 
great 
danger which could have been 
met by these plans alone. 
It is a danger 
which litigation will not touch, aud when 
the lawyt rs have bled the farmers and the 
counties until they have nothing more to 
sjienJ, it will l>e discovered th at all these 
costly proceedings have failed to prevent 
the washing down of the debris, or the de­ 
struction of the lands which these same 
lawyers are 
pretending 
can be saved 
through the process of the Courts. 
The 
victims of the fee-hnnters will then dis­ 
cover who their real friends have been ; 
those who advised them to a course which 
would have given them full and lasting se­ 
curity at the least possible outlay; or 
those who persuaded them to turn their 
backs upon Science, with no other ultimate 
result than to deprive themselves of the 
means of self-preservation at the critical 
juncture. 


MR. MILLS’ DONATION. 


W e print a note from Mr. Campbell in 
regard to the probable proceeds of the 
Mills donation to the University. 
l£e 
says in cases of this kind the llogents are 
not restricted as to the character of their 
investment, and that they can obtain six 
per cent, at least upon the $7.1,000 just 
presented to them by Mr. Mills. 
W e are 
glad to learn that tho sum will thus pro­ 
duce enough to pay a first-class Professor 
a respectable salary. 
W e cannot, how­ 
ever, adm it the force of Mr. Campbell’s 
suggestion that Mr. Mills’ gift ought to be 
accepted as an argum ent in favor of the 
good adm inistration of the University. 
Mr. Mills has not attended a great deal to 
jthe affairs of the University, nor perhaps 
■is he specially fitted to form a correct 
judgm ent as to its educational manage- 
jnent. 
That he believes in the institution 
js a isfit sufficiently demonstrated by his 
jiandsome gift to it, but from this fact we 
jrm st decliiVJ ¡■o infer anything further. 


There appears to 
be an impression 
abroad in some quarters th at when a legal 
question is in issue it is impossible to 
bring too many suits to determine it. i 
This is the fallacious idea which is being 
worked upon by the lawyers who are 
trying to fill their pcekets out of the 
debris question. 
They are going about 
and endeavoring to persuade the people 
of a3 many counties as possible to bring 
suit against the hydraulic miners. 
They 
are encouraging if not actually maintaining 
the belief that a multiplicity of snits will 
somehow strengthen the position oi the 
farmers and residents of the valley. 
And 
they find many persons so simple and un­ 
sophisticated as to fall in w ith their views. 
I t is, therefore, necessary tc po'nt out 
clearly th a t these notions are altogether 
erroneous, and th at they can only result 
iu the useless expenditure of the public 
funds. 
There is no truth whatever in the 
assumption th at a dozen suits are better 
that one or two. 
A dozen suits will no 
doubt put more money in the pockets of 
the lawyers, but that is all they will effect. 
The case of the plaintiff's in this contro­ 
versy is the same all over the Sacramento 
valley, and if the principles in issue are 
decided in one suit they will be decided 
in all. 
Whoever, therefore, asserts that 
there is either wisdom or necessity in 
instituting many suits is guilty of a false 
pretense, and may fairly bo charged with 
a selfish desire to increase litigation for the 
sake of its profits to the lawyers. 
It can make no difference in the result 
whether there is one suit or twenty, so long 
as they are all directed to the same end. 
Tnose who are the sincere and honest 
friends of the people of this valley desire 
that the mischief done by hydraulic min­ 
ing shall be stopped in the most econom­ 
ical way. 
That is why the Drainage Act 
was supported. 
The engineering plans 
which have been so unwisely aud prema­ 
turely condemned would have secured 
permanent safety to the valley without im­ 
posing upon its residents any heavy taxa­ 
tion. 
The State would have helped to 
bear the expense, and the miners would 
have paid a large proportion of it. 
That 
was the cheapest method of relief yet pro­ 
posed, and we still maintain that it would 
have been the most certain and permanent. 
The resort to litigation, however, has been 
accompanied by an irrational movement in 
behalf of a multiplicity of suits, which is 
wholly contrary to the interests of the tax­ 
payers, and which is equivalent to a blind 
desire to thrust fat fees upon lawyers for 
no conceivable purpose. 
It might be proper that Sacramento 
county should bear her share in the ex­ 
pense of litigation, but the only rational 
way for her to do th at would be to con­ 
tribute something towards the prosecution 
of one of the suits already commenced. 
There íb no sense in beginning fresh suits 
on behalf of this county. 
As we have said, 
nobody but the lawyers lias anything to 
gain by th at policy. 
Sacramento county 
cannot influence the Courts any more than 
Yuba or Sutter counties. 
This is still 
clearer when we point out th at it is pro­ 
posed to employ the same lawyer who is 
already retained to prosecute tho other 
suits. 
The allegations arc identical in all 
these cases. 
The thing sought is the same 
in all of them. 
The means of seeking it 
are necessarily the same. 
I t is therefore 
perfectly apparent that the mnliiplication of 
suits is solely a foolish method of throwing 
away the mcan3 of the taxpayers. 
The public must understand that how­ 
ever faraway it may seem to talk of suits 
instituted by the county, it is always the 
people of the county who must pay for 
these Euits. 
The county has no money of 
its own. 
11 is the money of the people 
which it is proposed to give away to the 
lawyers for these wholly useless and super- 
t tluou3 proceedings. 
And it must be fur­ 
ther realized th at there Í3 no question of 
any danger to the county from neglect to 
litigate. 
All the points the county could 
set up have already been set up by Marys­ 
ville, and if they are decided in favor of 
Marysville the cause of Sacramento also 
will be trium phant. 
The lawyers who 
pretend th at there is some special necessity 
for separate suits on behalf of this county 
are endeavoring to cajole tha public. Their 
motives are 
conspicuously selfish 
and 
personal. 
It is their interest to have as 
many suits as possible, so long as their ser­ 
vices arc retained, and we have no doubt 
that if they thought it practicable they 
would undertake to persuade a dozen other 
counties that they ought to litigate. 
Every prudent and sensible taxpayer 
ought to set his face against this un­ 
warrantable squandering of public money. 
There is no justification or excuse for it. 
We have only to w ait a little, and this 
whole question will be settled without 
costing as anything. 
W hy then should 
we insist upon spending $20,000 or $30,000 
which we cannot afford, and the payment 
of which will necessitate tha raising of the 
rate of taxation ? 
Are tho people of Sac­ 
ramento so rich aud so circlcss of money 
that they prefer to spend their earnings 
recklessly rather than to save them ? That 
is what tho Supervisors appear to think. 
The plain truth is th at this proposed ex­ 
penditure must be sheer waste. 
I t is not 
required in any sense. It cannot strengthen 
the case of the farmers against the miners 
an iota. 
It is merely a blind and silly ac­ 
quiescence iu the cunning and selfish de­ 
vices of the lawyers who are trying to 
enrich themselves out of the popular 
troubles, and who are using ignorant pre­ 
judice to hoodwink the unthinking, and to 
make them participators in the fleecing of 
themselves. 
Multiplicity of lawsuits is 
condemned by the law as pernicious, and 
for the best possible reasons. 
In this case 
the arguments against the proposition are 
if anything stronger than ordinary. 
In 
fact it would be quite as justifiable and ra­ 
tional for the Supervisors to make au out­ 
right gift of $20,000 or $30,000 to the law­ 
yers, for no consideration but good-will 
and affection.

D. O. KILLS/ GIFT TO THE UNIVERSITY. 


E d s. H e c o rd -U sio n : It would be ex­ 
ceedingly unfortunate if, through any mis­ 
apprehension of the facts, the munificent 
contribution of Mr. D. O. Mills to “ good 
learning” in California should be in any way 
belittled in the eyes of the people of the 
State, and mere especially so if that result 
should go out from this, his own home. Will 
you not therefore publish this in correction 
of the error contained in an editorial article 
in this morning’s issue of the RecORD-UnION. 
The Regents are in fact not limited ia the 
manner in which they may invest this and 
similar gifts, as they are iu the case of money 
derived from the sale of lands granted by the 
Government for the benefit of the University.

A M tsteriocs and Close Shot.—N ight 
before last, about midnight, local officer 
Thorpe, while in the vicinity of Sixth and J 
streets, heard a crash of one of the large 
glass in front of a beer saloon at th at point, 
and saw three young fellows immediately run 
up the street as having caused the breakage. 
M r. Thorpe a t once gave chase after them, 
and, when hs had gone a short distance, heard 
a pistol-shot from behind, and knew the ball 
passed close by his head. 
Having ascer­ 
tained who the parties were who broke the 
glass, he returned, supposing th at the shot 
was fired by some one seeking to aid in the 
pursuit, as the only parties in the vicinity 
were three persons, whom he supposed, from 
intim ate fraternal relations, were his friends, 
and the saloon-keeper where the breakage oc­ 
curred. 
Upon returning, however, each one 
denied all knowledge of the shooting, although 
they adm itted th at they heard. the shut. 
Upon examination it was found th at the ball 
passed throu.'h the crown of officer Thorpe’s 
hat, a little above the band on the left side, 
and w ithin half an inch of his head. The fact 
th at these four were the only oth -r persons 
present, renders it positive that one or more 
of them has full knowledge as to who fired the 
shot, but has been successful thus far in con­ 
cealing the interesting item, as to who came 
so near making a fatal shot, for some uu- 
kuowu and mysterious reason.

CROSS-EXAMINATION OF 
WITNESS STEWART. 
Joseph S tew art, agent of the railroad com­ 
p an y and telegraph a t the San Q uentin w harf, 
w as croBB-examined by Am es. 
H e adm itted 
th a t there had been an unpleasantness be­ 
tw een him and the W arden for the last three 
m onths ; had used very r ; ugh, vile language 
in the barber-shop of the prison regarding 
th e guards in the prison, and had been re­ 
fused fu rth er privileges of the p riso n ; had 
also had trouble w ith the W arden about dis­ 
patches and teleg ram s; had seen Denson 
w ith E llis in a street-oar a t San F ran ciac . 
A m es read S tew art’s previous testim ony 
regarding the W arden’s drunkenness on the 
w harf, and by questioning brought o ut testi­ 
m ony th a t when the boat arrived on th a t oc­ 
casion it was after C P. M. in the w inter, quite 
d ark , and w itness is very n ear-sig h ted ; b ut 
w itness fu rth er claim ed th a t he had a p air of 
glasses which enabled him to see well i i 
darkness, and could distinguish the flush on 
the W arden’s face, th e unevenness of his 
gait, and from a distance of 150 feet his diffi­ 
cu lty of getting into an om nibus. 
T here was 
also the light of an engine headlight on the 
w harf. 
D enson had som etim es w ritten up 
w itness’ books for him , on account of the 
trouble w ith his eyes ; heard no one else re­ 
m ark anything about A m es’ condition on the 
evening referred t o ; don’t know how m any 
people w eie th en in the om nibus ; noticed no 
one

d riuks to excess. 
A nother exam ination by M ills followed as 
to the stan d ard of druokenness, witness hold­ 
ing th a t Am es’ h ab it of drinking was such as 
w ould interfere w ith any m an’s duty, and 
though he would not regard him as a d ru n k ­ 
ard a t present, th ought he was in a fair w ay 
to becom e one if he k ep t on. 
To A m es—N e \e r saw you take a drink. 
To M ilk —In answ ering your questions re­ 
garding the stan d ard of A m es’ drinking, I 
exercised a degree of consideration and judg­ 
m en t as to the ex tent of his drinking habit. 
I t was not so obvious as to enable me to 
speak w ithout consideration. 
D irector Neff, recalled. 
H e testified to be­ 
ing in the barber shop when S tew art used the 
foul language referred to, and reported him 
to the W arden as an im proper person to al­ 
low w ith in the priton or grounds in the h ear­ 
ing of convicts. 
T he W arden seem ed angry, 
and said be ehould be no more adm itted. 


THE FOREMAN OF THE FURNITURE SHOP.

atud has been ch arg ;d u p ; had no fuck o rd e r1 


in the case of the y a c h t; th e lum ber used i n 
th e y ach t w as w orth about $25 per thousand ; 
don’t know any thing about the spars referred 
to, except th a t I saw them dow n a t the 
train ; th ey were about an off=et for the lum ­ 
ber. 
B erry to 
Shell—T he spars were w orth 
ab out $15. 
To O w ens—I have no perquisi(ie3 in m y 
position as Com m issary ; m y salary is $150 
per m o n th ; E llis and I own t i e y a c h t; 
y achts are expensive. 
Owens attem p ted tc interrogate B erry as 
to how lie could afford to keep a yacht on his 


m eans. 
B erry considered the question im pudent, 
b u t had no objection to answ ering. 
O vens—I sim ply w anted to find out. 
B erry (interrupting, angrilj )—Y es, I know 
w hat you w anted to find c u t ; yon w an t to 
find if I am a thief.. 


H e was checked at this point, and Owens 
w ithdrew the offensive question. 
T he Com m ission th en adjourned till to­ 
m orrow. 
Com m issioner M ills stated to the represent­ 
atives of th e press present th a t he desired 
them or o th er journalists, or any other p er­ 
sons having any know ledge regarding the 
affairs of the i risen, to bring it to the a tte n ­ 
tion of th e Com m ission, as they desired to 
obtain lig h t and suggestions from all quarters.
